How Marriage Affects a Pell.rn in the 
Konr Uoarters of tie Country. 



It Is about four years since the sil- 
ver people trotted out those awe-inspir- 
ing and delusive tables claiming to 
show that the price of wheat Keeps 
pace with the price of silver. Wheat 
was then worth bil cents a bnsbel in 
New York markets and silver was worth 
■ cents an ounce. Silver is now worth 
55! cents an onnce and wheat last week 
was $1 Oft}. Thus the four years practi- 
cal test of tbeee tables has given re- 
sults precisely the reverse of the show- 
ing made by them, since silver has 
fallen fifteen per cent, meantime, while 
wheat has nearly donbled . 
One thing that attracts many people to 
incinnati to buy goods ia the bargains 
iat Cincinnati merchants advertise in 
the Cincinnati paper*.
